BERLIN, July 29.—Berlin’s chang­ 
ing skyline is one of the several out­ 
ward manifestations w-hich are pro­ 
voking comment by posr-war visitors 
who vividly recall the city’s pre-war 
appearance, both* with respect to the 
cleanliness of streets and the uni­ 
form height of buildings.

organization following as nearly as possible the provisions of Section 4848 
R. S. Mo., 1919, as amended by 1921 Session Laws." 


Therefore in compliance with this resolution and in order to carry 
out its provisions, you are requested to use every effort to have one man 
and one woman in each ward and township elected at the August primary. 


It is the understanding that the women so elected shall meet at the 
same time and place as the men, that is, at the county seat, on the first 
Tuesday after the August primary and organize by electing one of their 
number as county chairman of the women, and in counties having more 
than one legislative district, a vice chairman for each such legislative dis­ 
tricts, and by electing a secretary and treasurer who need r^ t ■ '> mongers 
of said committee. 


It is further agreed that the county chairmen in each Congressional 
District shall meet on the third Tuesday in August after such primary 
election at some point designated by the Congressional Chairman and 
shall organize by the election of one of their members as chairman and 
by electing a secretary and treasurer and shall then proceed to name two 
qualified electors of such district as members of the party state com­ 
mittee, which state committee, being composed of two members from 
each congressional district in the state shall meet at noon on the second 
Tuesday in September at some point in the state to he designated by the 
then state chairman and organize by the election of a chairman, who 
shall be chairman of the Women’s State Committee, and by the election 
of a secretary and treasurer. 


It is intended to thus perfect our organization of Democratic women 
who will work in conjunction with the men’s organization for the interest 
and success of the Democratic party.

In the 1922 renewal of the Santa 
Rosa economy run staged last week,

Maxwell, with its high gear pulling 
power, here gained a considerable 
advantage over its competitors. 
The rules of the Santa Rosa con­ 
test allow only such cars as are of a 
standard stock detail and equipment 
to cor.pele. It is also stipulated that 
all adjustments be no different than 
are recommended for ordinary daily 
driving. 
The clutch must be engag­ 
ed and the motor running through­ 
out the entire period that tho car is 
in motion. 
No consideration was given oil 
consumption on the score-sheet but 
the unofficial record of the good 
Maxwell in this respect was shown 
to be on a par with the remarkable 
gasoline mileage.
